were given a committee a t 
Tuesday 
evening’s m eeting of the town 
coun­ 
cil. 
The 
committee, 
consisting 
of 
Messrs. Gilbert, 
Stock, 
and 
Keith, 
were asked to get 
a 
definite 
reply 
from the company 
w hether 
or 
not 
they would erect a standpipe, the im­ 
plication being th a t 
if 
the 
concern j 
refused, and th at method of fire 
p r o - j 
taction - hook! bo found mo t 
t d \ an* 
tazeous, the 
question 
of 
requiring 
the company to comply with the bor­ 
ough’s request 
could 
be 
taken 
up 
with the Public .Service Commission. 
It was conceded that a higher w ater 
rent would likely be demanded should 
the .standpipe be built. 
The borough 
for years has been paying 
$400 
a n ­ 
nually. 
Councilmen were a unit in declaring 
the

Twelve carloads of Adams 
County 
wheat have been shipped from 
v ari­ 
ous stations during the past few days 
to New York for the 
European 
war 
zone. 
The cars contained from I duo 
to 1500 bushels each 
and 
made 
up 
p a rt of a large 
shipm ent 
of 
grain 
which was bought in Lancaster, York 
and Adam s coonties by U. M. 
Ham- 
bright, an 
extensive 
exporter, 
w'ho 
has his headquarters in Lancaster. 
Of the w heat 
purchased 
here 
six 
carloads w ere sent out by G ettysburg 
warehouse men, the other cars going 
from 
dealers 
at 
Bendersville, Mc­ 
Knightstow n, Seven Stars, and 
New 
Chester. It is the first time for many 
years that Adams County grain 
has 
been sold for such a purpose and the 
big shipment, am ounting to 
between 
12,000 and 18,000 
bushels, 
m arks 
a 
departure in m arketing local crops. 
The effect of the w ar on the 
price 
of w heat generally has been felt here 
and the high prices received have been 
recognized as a direct result 
of 
the 
European conflict, but this is the first 
time th a t Adams County wheat 
has 
been bought solely for the purpose of 
exporting to the w arring countries. 
It is said th a t 
but 
little 
of 
last 
y ear’s /r a in is yet held in the 
barns 
of the local farm ers, 
nearly 
all 
of 
them taking advantage of advancing 
prices, while those who waited for the 
$1.50 figure got their mark. 
As a re­ 
sult only about a 
half 
dozen 
barns 
hold any appreciable am ount of wheat 
and there will be little hauling until 
the 1915 crop is ready for the market. 
The fancy prices realized this year 
did much to give the 
county a pros­ 
perous year and those 
farm ers who 
were wi t* enough to wait 
have 
the 
satisfaction of knowing they got 
the 
best returns 
possible, 
while 
others 
who sold when wheat was about the 
dollar m ark, month? ago, have 
just 
as keen regrets.
